Continuing- his scries of round the 
world sermons through the press, Kev. 
Dr. Talmage Sunday chose for his sub- 
ject "Palaces la India," the test being 
Amos iii, 10; “Who store up violence 
and robljery in their t»alaces.” 

In this day. when vast sums of money 
are being given for the redemption of 
India. 1 hope to increase the interest in 
that great country and at the same 
time draw for all classes of our people 
practical lessons. aDd so I present this 
fifth sertnon in the round the world 
series. We step into the ancient cap- 
ital of India, the mere pronunciation 
of its name tending a thrill through 
the body, mind and soul of all those 
who have evir read its stories of splen- 
dor and disaster and prowess — Delhi. 

Before the first historian impressed 
his first word ia clay, or cut hia first 
word on marble, or wrote his first 
word on pa pvt us, Delhi stood in India, 
a contemporary of Babylon and Nine- 
veh. We know that Delhi existed 
longer before Christ's time than we 
live after bis time, l'eibi is built 011 
the ruins of several cities. which ruins 
cover forty miles, with wrecked tem- 
ples. broken fortresses, split tombs, 
tumble-down palaces and the debris of 
centuries. Au archaeologist could 
probably spend his life here, talking 
with tlie past through its lips of vener- 
able masonry. 

There are a hundred things here you 
ought to see in this city of Delhi, but 
three things you must see. The first 
th'ng 1 wanted to see was the t'ashmcre 
gate, for that was the point at which 
the most wonderful deed of daring 
which the world haseverseen was done. 
That was the turning point of the mu- 
tiny of lt*57. A laay at Delhi put into 
my ha no an oil painLng of about 
eighteen i&ckcs svjuarc, a picture well 
executed, but chiefly valuable for 
what it represented. It was a 
scene from the time of mutiny: two 
u< rses at full run, harnessed to 
a carriage in which were four 

persons. Sue said: "Those per- 

sons on the front seat are my 
fa. her and mother. The young lady 

on the back scat holding in her 
arms a baby of a year was my 
older sister, and the baby was 
myself. Mv mother, who is down with 
a fever in tlie next room, painted that 
years ago. The hortes are in full run 
because* we are fleeing for our lives. 
My mother is driving, for the reason 
that father, standing up ia tlie front of 
his carriage, had to deiend ns with his 
gun. as you there see. lie fought our 
way out and on for many a mile, shoot- 
ing down the Sepoys as we went. We 
had somewhat suspected trouble and 
had become suspicious of our servants. 
A prince had requested a private inter- 
view with my father, w ho was editor 
of the Delhi tlazette. The prince pro- 
posed to come veiled, so that no one 
might reeogDize him. but my mother 
Insisted on being present and the in- 
terview did not take place. A large 
fish had been sent to our family and 
four other families, the present an of- 
fering of thanks for the king's recov- 
ery from a recent sickness. But we 
suspected poison and did not eat the 
fish. 

One day all servants came up and 
said they must go and see what was 
the matter. We saw what was intend- 
ed and knew that if the servants re- 
turned they would murder all of us. 
Things grew worse and worse until 
this scene of flight -hown in the pic- 
ture took place. You see, the horses 
were wild w ith fright. This was not 
only 1 eeuusc of the discharge of guns, 
but the horses were struck and pound- 
ed by Sepoys, and ropes were tied 
across the way. nn<l the savage halloo 
and the shout of revenge made all the 
way our flight a horror." 

The books have fully recorded the 
heroism displayed at Delhi and approx- 
imate regions, but made no mention of 
this family of Wagentreibers whose 
flight 1 am mentioning. But the Mad- 
ras Atheneum priuted this: 

“And now! Are not the deeds of the 
Wagentriebers. though he wore a round 
hat and she a crinoline, as worthy of 
imperishable verse as those of the he- 
roic pair whose nuptials graced the 
court of Charlemagne? A more touch- 
ing picture than that of the brave man 
contending with well nerved arm 
against the black and threatening fate 
impending over his wife and child we 
have never seen. Here was no strife for 
the glory of physical prowess or the 
spoil of shining arms, but a conquest of 
the human mind, an assertion of the 
powers of intellect over the most ap- 
palling array of circumstances that 
could assail a human being. Men have 
lecome gray in front of sudden and 
unexpected peril, and in ancient days 
so much was courage a matter of hero- 
ics and mere instinct that we read in 
immortal verse of heroes struck with 
panic and fleeing before the enemy. 
But the savage Sepoys, with their 
hoarse war-cry and swarming like 
wasps around the Warentriebers. 
struck no terror into the brave man's 
heart. His heroism was not the mere 
ebullition of despair, but, like that of

gess. Carmichael and Smith offered to 
take bags of powder to tue foot of that 
gate and set them on fire, biowing open 
the gate, although they must die in 
doing it. There they go just after 
sunrise, each one carrying a sack con- 
taining 24 pounds of powder, and doing 
this under the fire of the enemy. 

Lieut. Home was the first to jump I 
into the ditch, which still remains bo- , 
lore the gate. As they go. one by one : 
falls under the shot and shell. One of 
the mortally wounded as he falls 
hands his sack of powder with a box of 
lucifer mutches to another, telling him 
to fire the sack, when, with an explo- 
sion that shook the earth for 20 miles 
around, part of the Cashmere gate was 
blown to fragments, and the bodies of 
some of these heroes were so scattered 
they were never gathered for funeral 
or grave or monument. The British 
army rushed in through the broken 
gate, and although six days of hard 
lighting were necessary before the eity 
w as in complete possession the crisis 
was past. The Cashmere gate open, 
the capture of Delhi and all it con- 
tained of palaces and mosques and 
treasures was possible. 

Lord Napier, of Magda la. of whom 
Mr. Gladstone spoke to me so alfeetion- 
atelv when 1 was his guest at Hatvard- 
en. Eng., has lifted a monument near 
this Cashmere gate, with the names of 
the men who there fell inscribed there- 
on. That English lord, who haci seen 
courage on many a battlefield, visited 
this Cashmere gate and felt that the 
men who opened it with the loss of 
their own lives ought to be commemo- 
oraled, and hence this cenotapiu But. [ 
after all, the best monument is the : 
gate itself, with the deep gouges ' 
in the brick wall on the left 
side made by two bombshells, 

and the wall above torn by ten bomb- 
shells. and the wall on the right 
side defaced and scraped and plowed 
and gullied by all styles of long reach- : 
ing weaponry. Let the words "Cash- I 
mere gate.” as a synonym for patriot- j

whether dedicated to Mohammed or

Above all was a canopy resting on 12 
columns of gold, the canopy fringed 
w ith pearls. Seated here, the emperor 
on public occasions wore a crown con- 
taining. among other things, the Ivoh- 
inoor diamond, and the entire blaze of 
coronet cost S10. 3.'0X00. This superb 
and once almost supernal urally beau- 
tiful room has imbedded in the white 
marble wall letters of black marble, 
which were translated to me from Per- 
sian into English as meaning:

1844 . Six years ago a single egg of this 
biid was sold at auction in London for 
about $ 1 , 29 >>- The specimen which the 
government owns is in perfect condition, 
but the skeleton is made up out of a job 
lot ot old bones. 

One of the few things I remember hav- 
ing seen at the Centennial was a pair of 
boots made out of the tanned epidermis 
ol homo sapiens, in other words of hu- 
man skin. This gruesome but fascina- 
ting object is now in storage not having 
been unpacked siuce its return from the 
World’s Fair. Tlie leather to the unitia- 
ted resembles perhaps coarse Morocco, 
and tlie boots look as if they would stan.l 
good service. In Europe the skin of 
criminals has frequently been tanned for 
sneb use. l-et us hope that the “tough 
citizen,” whose hide was worked up into 
these goods by an American tanner, was 
at least of foreign birth. 

The original Francis life car is to be 
seen in one of the side rooms. This car 
m ils constructed by Joseph Francis, ami 
was takeu to the New Jersey coast for 
trial. During a terrible snow storm on 
the night of January 12 , 1850 the ship 
Ay era hi re was wrecked, and the 
car was drawn ont to it by means 
of a line tied to a hall which w’as fire*! 
from a cannon. Load after load of tin- 
man freight it carried in safety through 
the breakers to the shore. The two hun- 
dred passengers and forty-eight of the 
crew were thus rescued from what would 
other, ise have been certain death. This 
car was never afterw arils used, but was 
presented by the government to the in- 
ventor “to be preserved as a relic for all 
coining time.” For that purpose it was 
deposited hv the inventor in the Nation- 
al Museum. 

Everybody who goes to the museum* 
of course, looks first at the relies of 
George Washington and General Grant. 
These are in cases directly in front of the 
main entrance and are guarded night 
and day by special policemen.

We found Mexico a busv little town of 
about *1,000 population, doing a thriving 
business. It is somewhat of a central 
point for shippers in the surrounding 
country, either to St. Louis, Kansas City 
or Chicago. A great many cattle, hogs, 
sheep, horses and mules are shipped from 
this place. Cattle, hogs and sheep mostly 
go to Chicago; horses and mules go South. 
Tliis is the center of the largest poultry 
trade in any section of the country and it 
goes on all the year. Shipments amount 
to many tons during the year, going even 
to the large eastern cities, and bringing 
thousands of dollars to the enterprising 
men engaged in the business. 

There an* many fine, large buildings 
here, encli as churches, residences and 
busiuess bouses. In tiie main business 
part oi town psveuieuts are made of 
granitoid, which is the same as concrete, 
is very hard and durable and looks well.

VVhu sweeps a nrina. by thy laws 
Makes that and Ih action tine, 
set tlie key-note of her life, and consti- 
tuted its dominant chord. The discord 
between her aspirations and her cir- 
cumstances had 1 >et- 11 absorlied into a 
higher harmony, and through the mel- 
ody of this spiritual music the harsh, 
stiff lines of life resolved themselves 
into curves of beauty. Site shaped the 
iutellects of young men aad women 
with a touch as firm as gentle, but she 
also impressed her noble personality 
upon their plastic characters. Her life 
was but one of unnoticed thousands 
lived year in and year out without com- 
plaint — nay! rejoicingly — by brave, 
high-souled. sweet-uatured women all 
up and down our land. Involuntarily 
otic tbinlxs of the broken shaft as the 
fit symbol of these lives.

That 
matters are not so bad for you anti me 
as they might be is due to such happi- 
ness-making. self-sacrificing lives as 
these, (some of them passed away 
centuries before we were bora. Some 
of them lived in the lands of the morn- 
ing. But their altruism has made our 
lives Less forlorn, and their little candle 
lias thrown its beams around the world. 
A character in ''Felix Holt” was glad 
to have lived, because the world was 
chiefly miserable and his life had 
helped one who needed it. That was 
the reason for the existence of 
this woman now enskved and 
sainted.

The Removing of Honey. 

When hire sections are full the work 
of removin'/ them is made less hazard- 
ous by the aid of the smoker that is in 
such common use. but too free smok- 
ing is barbarous and unprofitable. 
"1 he cone-sliaped bee escape is a device 
every modern bee man ought to have 
It is merely a cone made of fine wire 
net 3 inches in diameter at one end 
and open at the apex, so that only one 
bee at a time can pass through it. 
This is fastened to a hole in a board 
the size of the hive, the base of the 
cone lerel with the top of the board. 
When sections are to be removed, this 
bee escape is placed between them and 
the body of the hive. The bees pour 
into the open mouth of the cone and 
descend through its apex into the hive, 
soon leaving the desired case clear 
They rarely find their way beck 
through the escape It can be put iu 
place instantly, is effective, and so 
simple that anybody can construct

Fowl* on the Farm. 

It is Impossible to get the best re- 
sults from fowls kept cooped in a 
pen. especially during hot weather. 
Disease and vermin get a foothold 
among them unless they have ample 
range to snn and dust themselves by 
contact with fresh earth. A yard, no 
metier bow small, that can be plowed 
or cultivated once a week during the 
summer will make a rol ling place for 
them. It will be all the better if their 
grain feed is given on thiB plowed 
surface, and the fowls obliged to 
scratch for it They mav lose a little 
grain, bnt most of it wiU turn up 
at the next cultivation, or if it 
germinates its green sprout will be 
eaten On farms the belter plan is to 
let the fowls range everywhere, pro- 
tecting the garden by a fence, and re- 
serving that for hens with smaU chick- 
ens.
